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THE SULTAN’S SUCCESSOR. 


The Constantinople correspondent of the 
“Tribune” in a recent letter to our contempo- 
rary concerning the much discussed question 
of the succession to the throne of Turkey 
writes as follows: —For some weeks there have 
mysterious rumours of the possibility of an 
attempt to change the succession to the Turkish 
throne. The most persistent is that it is the 
desire of Abdul Hamid to appoint his third 
son, Prince Burhan-ed-din, as his successor,and 
for this purpose to obtain the consent of the 
Sheik-ul Islam and of the Ambassadors of the 
Great. Powers. It is even added that Abdul 
Hamid is thinking of abdicating in favour of 
this prince. The rumoured step would be an 
exceedingly grave one. It is probable that any 
attempt to make such a change without the 
consent of the ulema class, of whom the Sheik- 
ul-Islam is the head, would fail, and might 
simply plunge the country into revolution. It 
is further rumoured that the Sheik-ul-Islam 
has en sounded, and that he has declared 
that such a change could never be sanctioned. 
This, however, I do not believe. Rumour 
further says that the German Emperor has 
been asked for his counsel, and that the sud 
den return here, a week , of the German 
Ambassador is in connexion with this question. 
While fully admitting that we are dealing 
only with rumours, these are so persistent 
and definite as to suggest that they have a 
basis of truth, and the questions raised by 
them become interesting and important. 

The Moslem law of succession to a royal 
throne is based upon long usage, and enacts 
that the heir is the eldest male in the Royal 
or Imperial family. A simple illustration is 
furnished by the recent history of Egypt. 
When Mehmet Ali became, by Imperial firman 
and the recognition of Europe, Khedive of 
Egypt, the Sultan issued a firman in 1846 
by which the succession was to be regulated 
in the Moslem fashion—that is, the heir was 
always to be the eldest male descended from 
Mehmet Ali. The rule was strictly followed 
till the time of Ismail. On the death of 
Ismail the legal heir to the Khedival throne 
should have been Prince Halim, the youngest 
son of Mehmet Ali. But Ismail, in 1866, by 
means of very heavy payments, had induced 
Abdul Aziz, the Sultan of Turkey (who was 
deposed. and “‘suicided” in 1876), to grant a 
new firman, by which the succession was 
changed from the Moslem to the general 
European system of succession. When the 
representatives of England and France decid- 
ed in 1879 to get rid of Ismail, they secretly, 
but unmistakably, gave him the opportunity 
to leave Egypt quietly, in which case the 
firman which he had obtained would be re 
cognized, and his son allowed to reign in his 
stead, If he refused, Halim, the “de jure” 
heir by Moslem law, would be placed on the 
throne. He agreed to go quietly. It was 
generally believed in this city that Abdul 
Aziz, in granting the firman changing the 
Egyptian succession, had the intention 
to change the succession to the Turkish 
throne. .In such case Prince Yussuf Izze 
din would have been the heir apparent, 
The revolution of 1876 put an end to any 
such design, and Murad, and then the 
present occupant, were girded with the 
Sword of Osman in conformity with the 
well-established rule. At the time, however, 
when the project of changing the Ottoman 
rule of succession was in the air, it was well 
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understood that the ulenia class were strongly 
opposed to it, They represent the conservative 
element of Islam ; and unless some very special 
circumstances should be brought forward, they 
would oppese a stout resistance to any change 
of the kind.

If it be said 
is more or less under European tu 
that the unanimous consent of Eur 
change of Moslem law would give it a 
which would secure its general , my 
reply would be that unanimity on thig subject 
is impossible, and to attempt to in it 
would occasion endless intrigue. It may be 
admitted that if the general consent of Europe 
could be obtained it might establish an im 
portant precedent. But if such consent has 
been applied for, and if, as is ramoured, nego 
tiations are going on, it is because opposition 
is anticipated either by Turkey or some 
foreign State. Even an attempt by the 
Concert of Europe would be denounved by 
the Moslem population as an interference by 
the giaours with their religious rights, 

There is much to be said for and much 
against the alleged project. The generally 
expressed opinion is that certain (Palace 
favourites, for their own purposes, are in its 
favour, and this would not recommend it to 
the Turkish population, and still less to 
Europeans. Indeed, in whatever way the expe- 
diency of a change in the law of suctessivn 
may be regarded, its practical application wil! 
be dangerous. It will almost certainly lead 
to disturbances, and it ought to be a question 
for Turkish statesmen whether it is desirable 
to add to the many difficulties with which 
they have to deal a possible war of succession 
For foreign States the question is at once 
tempting and dangerous. In the solution of 
the many questions in the Near East ‘with 
which our epuntry is concerned, it is difficult 
to see —_ advantage could be gained by 
entering it. Sir Edward Grey will 
probably lude that his wisest course is to 
reserve spéeth or action, and take up the posi- 
tion that Great Britain will stand aloof, and 
neithe: approve aor disapprove any action of 
the kind which the Palace advisers may choose 
to take.

the applicstion of a censorship over the Press 
of Bgypt. It is exceedingly regrettable that 
there shoald bs cause to seriously consider 
soch an innovation, but a certain rection, which 
is Lot constituted by our vernacular contem- 
poraries alone, has become so seditious that 
we shoold feel oarsélves obliged to eupport 
the Goveroment in any means which they 
might deem necessary to check the violent 
and harmfal declamations of anreasoning joor- 
nalists. Let auch take a lesson fromthe sup- 
pression of “Al Minbar” in the Sudan, and 
learn that their turbulence may preclade them 
from the literty which moderation would ensure 
and from the consideration >f serious men.

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MR. KEELING IN DANGER.

Mr. Blont’s asseveration that the “Times” 
exaggerates his anti-English attitude cannot 
be accepted, as, in the opinion of every right- 
minded person, a man who is gailty of soch 
misrepresentation of facts and hyperbolical 
statements to the detriment of his country, as 
are contained in his writings, can only’ be 
pronounced an an‘i nationalist. We are well 
aware that his interest in the aflairs and people 
of Egypt is of the keenest, and on sach a point 
we could heartily agree with him, bat in 
making it his obvious aim to sully the name 
of Great Britaia in her dealings with a country 
which she has soatched from the abyss of 
bankraptey and slavery and raised almost to 
the pinnacle of prosperity he estranges that 
sympathy which serious men could otherwise 
hold for him. There might be some slight 
exouse were Mr. Blant ignorart of this country 
and its people, bat he has passed a considerable 
portion of twenty-five years in Bgypt, doring 
which time be has seriously stadied the customs 
of the modern Egyptians, and be cannot have 
failed to note the unwavering march of progress 
that the country has made ander oar guidance. 
Indeed, one is driven to doubt the sincerity 
of the tand of Little Englanders whore ory of

our race. As the crow pounces with avidity upon 
carrion, 80 sach men seize every opportanity to 
belittle their fellow countrymen in the eyes 
of other nations. E»gland,alas, is being navseat- 
ed by an anparalicled wave of anti-British 
hysteris, which became epidemic at the com- 
mencement of the Boer war, and the sound of 
rancous voices pouring undeserved reproach 
upon men who are conscientiously and success- 
fally striving to farther the interests of coan 
tries which the first Power of the world has 
taken under her wing has become sofficiently 
common to constitate a peril to the Empire.

GOVERNMENT TO THE RESCUE. 


The prevailing scarcity of gcld has to-day 
been very considersbly alleviated ‘by the 
prompt action of the Government in corjanc- 
tion with the National Bank. Certain fonds 
which are not available in ordinary cases bave 
been placed as a temporary measare by the 
Government at the National Bank's disposal. 
[be mere koowledge of this fact, combined 
with the assistance given by the Bank to the 
market, has changed the aspect of affairs, and 
financial circles have resomed their normal 
activity at this season of the year. 

The thanks of the financial and mercantile 
community are due to the Egyptian Govern- 
went for the ready way it took measores to 
roeet a situation which was causing serious 
inconvenience not only in Alexandria, bot also 
in Cairo and the interior. 

It appears to be popularly believed that if 
a State Bank was in existence in Egypt, it 
would be able to prevent any similar crisis 
owing to its large reserve. Bat if such a bank 
were established, it would ia all probability 
find it advantageous to keep its reserve in 
London jast as the other banks do, seeing 
money can be obtained by telegram in 
six days. To keep a large reserve permanently 
in Egypt would involve loss of interest doring 
the sammer to a considerable extent. 

As we remarked yesterday, it has been 
suggested that the Goveroment and the Caisse 
de la Dette are somewhat to be blamed for 
the existing stringensy,as so much money gets 
locked ap on its receipt in payment of taxes 
Bat it would be ss well to remind oor 
readers that, in virtae of the Anglo-French 
Agreement of 1904, the receipts of the 
land tax are paid in to the Caisse de la 
Dette, which has no power to release these 
sama, while the balance of the Government 
revenues are sufficient at this season of 
the year to meet the outgoings in the shape 
of ordinary expenditare. Consequently no 
blame for such a striogency can fall on the 
Goveroment. It is, on the contrary, the banks 
apon whom the responsibility falls in failing 
to be prepared for such an extraordinary 
contingency by making proper provision. Oo 
the other hand wa do not consider that the 
banker oan be held to be so full of foresight as 
to anticipate soch anexampled prices at the 
opening of the cotton season. It will be re 
membered that temporary orises of th's natare 
are by no means onprecedented ia the com- 
mercial records of Alexandria, and all such 
orises have been invariably alleviated in a 
few days time by the arrival of money from 
London. : 

As: the currency of Egypt is practicably in 
British sovereigns, it is very essy to remedy 
any stringency by merely wiring to London. If, 
however, the currency were purely Bgyptian, 
it is qaite possible that a most serious sitaation 
would arise under similar circumstance.

THE RESERVIST’S LIVELIHOOD. 


The article which we, in part, reproduced 
from our contemporary the “Tribane” yesterday 
ander the heaving of the ‘Soldier's Potere” 
coutioues as followa:— 

What is the existing machinery for setting 
down the Reservist to a means of livelihood 1 
Ia London there are certain soc'eties, some 
State aided in smal) degree, but all (with one 
exception) largely dependent on volontary 
sopport, who are basily engaged in the work. 
The Committee elicited from the representa- 
tives of each the methods by which the end 
is sought and the rales governing its activity. 
The result was the discovery of a considerable 
amount of overlapping, almost inevitable in 
the circomstadces. We will mention the chief 
organisations. 

The Army and Navy Pensioners and Time-

Discharged Soldiers, 
whose work was described by Mr. Haldane 
at ite last annndl meeting as being “as mach 
a partof the organisation of the Army as the 
War Office itself,” has existed 1888, and 
covers a wide area. Jt has 114 


sapplemented by grants from the.csntral asso- 
ciation, while the remaining 87 are managed 
from the headquarters of the regimental dis- 
tricte and the cffices of the Recruiting Staff 
Officers in ‘the large towos. A Government 
grant of £1,C00 is supplemented by the in- 
terest on,'an investment of £2,9C0 and by 
snbecriptions from canteen and regimental] 
fords and from private sources. It endeavoors 
to seoore permanent employment for ex soldiers 
(inclading Royal Marines) of “good” character, 

istering, as a role, only the names of those 
who have left or been diccliarged from the 
Army within a period of three months preced- 
ing the date of their application for employ- 
ment. This tightenirg op of the conditions is 
a recent innovation necessitated by the large 
nomber of applicants remaining on the books 
of the association. In 1902-3 permanent em- 
ployment— namely, anything over a three 
menths’ engagement—was found for 13,909, 
in 1908-4 for 11,068, in 1904-5 for 8,603, and 
and | 905 6 for 8,684. Temporary employment 
was also foand for 2,100 men in 19045, and 
for 2,726 in 1905-6, bat a record of thie class 
of employment in previous years was not kept. 

Unlike the two foregoing organ‘zstions, the 
Incorporated Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Help So- 
aiety is chiefly charitable in its operations, 
and hardly comes within the scope of this 
review, excepting “in so far as it sims at pro- 
viding its cliente with the name and address 
of a “friend” in each parish throagboot the 
Empire who endeavours to provide employ- 
mevt or other help, and in teaching usefol 
trades to men discharged se medically anfit 
and who are unable to obtain ordinary employ- 
ment. It receives a-gratit of £50 from Army 
fonds, and is otherwise supported by regi- 
ments, ships, and private persons, and in 1902 
found employment for 4,90 men, In 1903 for 
5,493, in 1904 for 5,598 and in 1905 for 
4,704. It places on its register all men, ex- 
cept those of “bad” character. 

Perbaps the best known, becauee the most 
evident, of all these beneficent agencies ts the 
Corps of Commissionaires, whose 8,046 mem- 
bers are a public part of daily life. The re 
port snecinetly observes: ‘It is quite an 
an‘que organization, its members are under 
discipline, and are géverved by « special code 
of rales, covering sick, savings bank, insar- 
ance, and persion fands, and the principles 
on which it is worked are that the men most 
shpport them:elves.” As Colonel M. Mo Neill 
Rind expressed it: “the whole of the 
corps is ‘No outside fioancial a 0 5 the 
commissionaire most entirely s himeelf, 
and this is done, with the reaolt that the 
rapke are always filled with the\most trast- 
worthy of servants. 

Then come the purely regimental organiss- 
tions, mainly sapported by past and present 
officers, such as the Brigade of Gusrds EBo- 
ployment Society, which has placed 647 in the 
last four fears ; the Irish Guards, which bar 
a special arrangement by which a certain 
nomber of ite men may be’ enlisted in the 
Royal Irish Constabolary, the Royal Engin- 
eer's Labour Bureau and the Rifleman’s Aid 
Society, both of which keep registers and 
work in co-operation with the other employ: 
ment agencies. 

There are certain other arsociations, desorib- 
ed in the report as “miscellaneous,” which are 
working in the sare direction, and a reference 
to them completes the liet of gard 

sies—the only method at present in exist- 
tie throogh fi inetromentality the 
Reservist or time expired soldier can come into 
immediate touch with the civilian employer.

TRANSPLANTATION OF VEINS.

At & recent meeting of the Uongress of| 


Natoral Research and Medicine at Stattgart, 
Professor Garre, of Breslau, delivered an in- 
teresting lectare on the transplantiog of blood- 
vessels and organs, the topic which attracted 
ro much attention at the meeting of the 
British Medical Association at Toronto in 
Angust, wher, instances were given of the 
transplantation of kidneys trom one dog to 
another. 

Professor Garre mentioned a recent case in 
which a child of four years’ soffering from 
cretinieni had a portion of its mother's thyroid 
gland transplanted into ite s leon. After nine 
months the child was i to develop 
intellectually, and to Walk and talk. 

He had, he said, socceeded in removing 
blood-vesrels six centimetres (2 } inches) 
long, not only from live animals, bat from 


animals which bad been dead an hoor and a 
half, to other animals. While it was not. 


possible to remove and transplapt large 
vessels from living homan beings, yet blood- 
vessels could be suitably taken from freshly 
amputated limbs. Soch transplanting would 
be of great ose in many cases in modern sor- 
gery, for instance wheo, in removing large 
tamoara, large blood-vessels bave to be tied 
ap, which often results fatally for the parts of 
the body fed by these blood-vessels. 

Professor Garre desoribed experiments which 
be had made io transplanting kidneys, He 
had removed the kidney of a dog and ‘sewed 
it in the same animal's neck so that the 
nephritio artery was joined to the carotid 
artery, and the nephritic veins to the veins of 
the neck. 

He bad farther sewed the kidoey of a dog 
in the body of another dog with such success 
that the transplanted kidney had performed 
its nataral fonctions perfectly.

Of course, | wanted to let oot 
the fact that I had some ancestors, too ; bat I 
did not want to pall them out of their graves 
by the eare, and I never could seem to get the 
chance to work them in in a way that would 
look sufficiently casual. 1 suppose Phelps was 
in the same difficulty. In fact, he looked 
distraoght, now and then—jast as a person 
looks who wants to uncover an Ancestor purely 
by accident and, cannot think of a way that 
will seem accidental enough. Bat at last, after 
dinner, be made’ a try. He took us about his 
drawing-roolo, showing us the pictores, and 
finally stopped before a rode and ancient 
engraving. It was, picture of the court that 
tried Charles I. There was a pyramid of judges 
in Paritan slouch hate, and below them three 
bareheaded secretaries seated at a table. Mr. 
Phelps put his fioger op»n one of the three and 
said with exalting indiffsrence :— 

“ ‘An ancestor of mine.’ 


“] pat my finger on a judge and retorted 


with soathing languidness -— 
“ ‘Aposstor of mine.Bat it is a small matter.
